In just a year and a half this army 
of individual Prayer Warriors has 
grown to over 6,000 in this 
country and 500 in 14 foreign 
countries.

4. God has supplied PETRA with 
innovative ideas for materials and 
resources to offer youth pastors 
and leaders to help them reach 
and relate to young people. 


PETRA wants to encourage their 
Prayer Warriors and Prayer 
Warrior Groups to continue in 
prayer. Together--through prayer 
and the preaching of the gospel in 
word and song--the kingdom of 
God is being established in the 
hearts of young people and many 
are being strengthened and 
encouraged in their walk with the 
Lord Jesus Christ.

Nehemiah continually reminds 
God's people of God’s Word and 
encourages them to prepare for 
the work he has called them to 
do. He also used wisdom in not 
telling everything that God had 
put in his heart which is wise for 
us to remember also. 


However, the people stayed alert, 
armed, and prepared just in case, 
as we are to be. The walls of 
Jerusalem were built by workers 
who had a weapon in one hand 
and a brick in the other. This is 
symbolic of the kingdom of God 
being built by those who have the 
weapon of prayer and the action 
of presenting the gospel. 
Together, the work is 
accomplished. 


The members of PETRA are 
thankful for those faithful Prayer 
Warriors and Prayer Warrior 
Groups who are continuing to pray 
for PETRA’s ministry and their own 
friends, family, church, andour 
nation.
